analysis and updates In addition, CitizenLink aired a radio program on nearly 500 stations These various communications were designed to rally CitizenLink 
members and the general public to be involved in various legislative matters, such as the defense of marriage as an institution between one man and one woman, 
the protection of human life in all its varied forms, the upholding of religious freedom, and the appropriate role of state and federal judicial systems as designed by 
the Founding Fathers of the United States of America
